CONSENT MOTION FOR LEAVE TO FILE CONSOLIDATED OPPOSITION, 
IN EXCESS OF PAGE LIMITS, TO DEFENDANTS' MOTIONS TO DISMISS 

Plaintiffs hereby move for leave to file a consolidated opposition, in excess of the 
usual page limit, to the four separate motions to dismiss that have been filed by the 
defendants in these cases. All defendants graciously have consented to this motion. 

Local Civil Rule 7. 1(e) provides a 45-page limit for motions and oppositions, 
absent prior approval of the Court. In theory, then, plaintiffs could file four oppositions 
totaling 180 pages. This would inefficient and burdensome on all parties and on the 
Court, however, as much of the content would be repetitive. Nevertheless, more than 45 
pages are required to address the many arguments raised by the defendants, not all of 
which are identical. 

While plaintiffs' opposition is not yet completed, counsel intend that it will not 
exceed 100 pages. In addition, plaintiffs wish to file a short separate opposition to the 
personal jurisdiction issue raised only by defendant Pappas. 
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Wherefore the motion should be granted.
